In a position of having interfered in 
any factional fight In any state. 


How It Came About.

Mr. Bristow. When Governor Stubbs 
was in Washington several weeks ago 
he asked President Taft to appoint the 
Kansas man to a good position in tha 
department of justice. President Taft 
consented, supposing, it is said, that 
whoever was named would have thrt 
backing of the congressional delega- 
tion from the state. After his return 
home Governor Stubbs suggested the 
appointment of Mr. atone, who resides 
in Topeka, the home of Senator Curtis.

on Charges of Funny 


Banking Game. 


New York, May 15.—A new indict- 


ment has been round by the federal 
grand jury against F. Augustus Heinze, 
tho copper man who was president of 
the Mercantile National bank at the 
time of the panic of 1907. The latest 
indictment charges Helnre with taking 
sums from the Mercantile aggregating 
JJI.250.000 between March 14 and Oct. 
14, and misapplying them for his own 
use and benefit. 
The Indictment was 


handed in last Tuesday and yesterday 
Heinzu appeared with his counsel, ex- 
Judge Wllllum J. Wallace, before Judge 
Hough in the circuit court and pleaded 
not guilty with leave to withdraw the 
plea within a week. 


On Jan. 7, 1908, Heinze was iadicted 


for ovc-rcertlfying checks to the amount 
of $437,144, these checks having been 
drawn by Otto Heinzc's firm and paid 
to different brokerage firms to which 
the firm was indebted for United Cop- 
per stocks bought for it at the time of 
the manipulation of the pool In that 
stock by Helnze and his associates. 


Of the sixteen counts in the new In- 


dictment, only one has reference to 
these transactions. 
The other counts 


refer to notes drawn by various Indi- 
viduals, ns well as tho Heinze firm, all 
of which, It is charged, were given 
without any collateral and were dis- 
counted by Heinze. While It was not 
so charged In the indictment, it Is be- 
lieved the sums obtained by Heinze In 
this manner, amounted to $2,250,000, 
went to tho Heinze tlrm, in most cases 
in an effort to pull that firm through 
when the attempt to corner United 
Copper failed. 


Trial Begins in October. 


It was announced by District Attor- 


ney Wise today that llelnzo would be 
tried on both Indictments during tho 
first week in October. Tho maximum 
penalty for each offense Is five years in 
prison. 


In connection with tho making and 


discounting to his own benefit of the 
note for $500,000 It Is charged In the 
indictment that Heinze knew at the 
time he was insolvent. This loan 'was 
made by Heinze to himself on Oct. 14, 
tho day that United Copper touched 25. 
This loan was the basis for the certifi- 
cation of checks paid that day to the 
various brokerage houses from which 
the stock was bought by the Heinzes. 
The note was unaccompanied by any 
collateral, as were most of the oth-

^Toklo, May 15.—An account of a re- 
cent sacrifice in the Philippines of a 
child to the goods is published In an 
official report by Allen Walker, dis-

sacrifice was carefully arranged and 
was for the purpose of appeasing the 
evil spirits. A large number of men 
and women attended the ceremony. 


The account states that a boy 


named Sacum was brought forward 
and was placed against a small tree: 
his hands were tied above his head, 
and he was fastened to the tree with 
bojuco strips at his waist and knees. 
A native named Ansig then placed 
the point of a spear at the'child's 
right side, below his right arm and 
above 
the 
ribs. 
The spear 
was 


grasped by other natives, who, at a 
signal from Ansig, forced it through 
the child's body. 


It Is said that the child did not 


realize what was to happen to him 
until the moment when he was tied 
up, when he began to cry; further 
that 
death was instantaneous, the 


only cry being one uttered when the 
spear first entered the child's side. 
Ansig, a man about 60 years of age, 
says that in his life he has attended, 
or officiated at fifty human sacrifices, 
more or less, both among the Bagobos 
and the Bilanes.'and that the sacrifice 
of human beings Is also a practice 
among the Togacolos.

This 
plan is said to nave been worked suc- 
cessfully elsewhere under similar con- 
ditions. 
Otherwise 
the company, 


which Is now in the hands of a receiv- 
er, must go to the wall. 


The favorite word of our age Is 


power. "We no longer dread the forces 
of nature; we have learned to subju- 
gate the fiery steeds an'd hitch them 
to our chariot, to carry us triumph- 
antly wUh lightning .speed across 
earth and sea and do our bidding; we 
have turned the rays of the sun and 
all the things hidden in the soil Into 
sources of human power, and we rate 
men and nations, the trades and the 
sciences, even knowledge and char- 
acter, by the power they yield. 


But there is something crude and 


selflsh in that universal strife and 
struggle for power. For where there 
Is victory on one side there is defeat 
on the other. Every success here im- 
plies failure there. Power can be no 
end to itself; it may be used well or 
misused; It may become the means of 
uplifting or of crushing others. Pow- 
er is a trust. It emanates from a 
higher Power, which is benign and 
Just. It is given to God's children for 
help, not for harm. It must, in order 
to be a gift of heaven, prove a source 
of strength for the feeble.- It must 
not overawe and overwhelm, but pro- 
tect and shield the powerless. 


The greatness of our age consists 


not in the powerful machinery we 
have Invented, in the mighty steam 
and electric forces which proclaim 
man's dominion over nature, nor in 
the great organizations of labor and 
capital that make the achievements 
of marvellous enterprises possible, 
nor even in those Intellectual forces, 
such as science, literature and press, 
which intertlnk the lands and the na- 
tions and unify the world. The deep 
spiritual current underlying and over- 
ruling all movements and alms of our 
century, "the still, small voice" heard 
in the recesses of all hearts tcnlay, Is 
the word "responsibility." Every hu- 
man woe that comes to our notice, 
every condition of wretchedness that 
we encounter, the fierce social strug- 
gles and 
the 
exasperating 
labor 


strikes -which we watch with abated 
breath hold before our minds with 
every greater impressiveness the les- 
son of responsibility. 


True, in our everyday experience 


we are Incltood to regard power as 
the means of controlling life for self- 
ish purposes and each privilege as the 
opportunity of personal enjoyment 
and ease. ' The man who stands at the 
top of the social ladder is, as a rule, 
regarded by those beneath him as one 
wko has great resources of pleasure 
and mighty advantages for personal 
aggrandizement open to him, and 
therefore made an object of envy and 


lealousy, if not of malice and hatred. 
Nor can it be denied that the great 
majority of men are so prompted by 
selfish alms and motives as to be ever 
eager'to abuse power and privilege by 
indulgence In passion and green. On 
the other hand, the less fortunate, no 
less guided by narrow, selflsh feelings, 
behold in this anequality of life the 
favoritism of Providence and rebel 
against this cruelty of fate. This is 
an altogether erroneous view. There 
are no favors in God's world but in- 
volve also greater obligations. Each 
power we obtain imposes upon us 
some new responsibility. There is no 
such a thing as equality in life. Na- 
ture did not fashion all flowers and 
trees alike. Its beauty consists in its 
variety of form and color, in Its con- 
trasts of high and low. of strong and 
feeble. Neither are all men moulded 
alike, physically or intellectually. ' 


There Is only one way of counten- 


ancing the contrasts of life. "Let not 
the wise glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty glory in his might, nor 
let the rich glory in his riches; but 
let him that glories glory in this, that 
he understandeth and knoweth me, 
that I am the Lord wno exercise lov- 
ing kindness, judgment, and righte- 
ousness In tho earth: for !n these 
things I delight, saith the Lord" (Jer., 
ix.. 23, 24). Every distinction in rank 
and power must mean higher tasks, 
greater responsibilities; every "privi- 
lege granted must rouse a keener 
senso of duty and assert a greater 
claim of helpful love and protection 
for the less privileged. Mutuality .Is 
the magic spell of happiness; it is the 
watchword, the message of • the age. 
Life is assuming a new meaning for 
us. The upper classes dare no longer 
Idle away their time in mere pleas- 
ure seeking, shutting their eyes to the 
misery and woe of those huddled to- 
gether in filthy quarters, and saying, 
witb Cain, "Am I tho keeper of my 
brother?" They are learning the'les- 
son of responsibility. They can no 
longer In false conceit hold aloof from 
the child of the gutter, whose Ignor- 
ance and shame are sure ,to become 
a soiree of peril to them. 


Responsibility has become the ral- 


lying 
cry of the 
better classes 


throughout our land, throughout the 
world. The wide gulf yawning be- 
tween the enlightened and the ignor- 
ant, everywhere 'clamors for heroic 
actions to counteract the physical and 
moral corruption exhaling its deadly 
poison among the poverty stricken 
and threatening the safety and the 
purity of every home and every life.

"Persons that decry circumstantial evidence 


do not understand it, they do not know what 
constitutes circumstantial evidence. 
A man 


stands in the doorway and sees me holding a 
revolver. It is discharged and you fall dead. 


< Ninety-nine out of a hundred men would say . 


that the testimony of the man in the doorway- 
would he direct evidence. 
On the contrary, it 


•would he circumstantial evidence. 
He could 


not have seen the bullet in its flight. The 
prosecution would have to show that the bullet 
was of the same calibre as the revolver, the 
course taken by the bullet and other circum- 
stances. 


"If the man saw me strike you with a 


knife that would be direct evidence, but ob- 
serve the chance for perjury here.

Newest Sparkless Device. 


Doubtless the most brilliant and inJe- 


Tatigable worker 'in the field of. wireless 
is .Dr. Lee de. Forest, .whose wireless 
telephone and the newest system of 
sparkless radio telegraph haa won recog- 
nition on three continents. This latest 
aerial marvel, the Radio sparkless wire- 
less telegraph, bids fair to revolutionize 
the entire system of wireless communi- 
cation. 


Although .the wireless telegraph has 


been in practical use for commercial pur- 
poses long enough for the novelty of the 
invention to have, to a certain extent, 
worn off. It required a startling marine 
disaster—the sinking of the S. 3. Re- 
public—to arouse the general public to 
a partial realization of the tremendous 
importance to mankind of this. Inven- 
tion. People marveled at the .result, the 
swift assembling of assistance from dis- 
tant points, through which so many 
precious lives were' saved. 
Even now. 


however, there are many -vho lall to 
realize that this. was not an extraordin- 
ary service for the wireless system .to 
perform; impressive as 'the occasion It- 
self may have been. It remains but oi?<s 
of the purposes for'which It is particu- 
larly adapted. 
In the event of aerial, 


navigation becoming an 
accomplished 


fact—which is within the range of pos- 
sibilities—wireless means of communica- 
tion will attain an importance we can- 
lot begin now to appreciate and will be 
in constant evidence. 


People are prone to overlook the fact, 


owing to the fact that a majority of 
the craft afloat sail under foreign Hags 
and naturally resort to "foreign devices, 
tha*. the most admirable wireless system 
of telegraphy ls of American origin. 
Tho Radio apparatus is not only utiliz- 
ed in work of this benevolent character, 
but has found proQtable employment In 
the more prosaic and broadly beneflctnt 
task 
of transmitting communlcatlans 


overland, from point to point, regardless 
of distance or direction, without the in- 
tervention of tie expensive and always 
more or less troublesome "wire connec- 
tions. 


Like -wireless telegraphy, the transmis- 


sion of telephone messages for practical- 
ly unlimited distances, without wire con- 
ductors, is based on the movement of 
transmitted waves or ethereal tmdc- 
lations. incited by electrical discharges, 
and which tho delicate mechanism of the 
d9 Forest apparatus is sufficiently sen- 
sitive to receive and'record. It fa in- 
deed remarkable tha.-, the voice of *. per- 
son speaking into this apparatus Is plain- 
ly recognizable many miles away, with 
no tangible conductor. 
Such, however, 


la unquestionably the case, and :Jgh up 
la th« 400 foot tower" of the Hotropoll- 
taa LIf« Insuraac* Building in 


York, Dr. de Forest la completing the 
equipment of a wireless telephone outfit, 
trough which he is confident of being 
ible .to communicate vocally with a illml- 
ar station, in course of installation, 
near the summit of tha 600 foot Eiffel 
Tower in Paris. 


Of Great Practical Value. 


While all this may be truly wonderful, 


the utilitarian side' of the Invention Is 
ikely to prove of great practical inter- 
est to the people of the South. 


Seated 'in the cabin of his ship, hun- 


dreds of miles from port, a captain can 
converse with an officer tboard aflotner 
vessel, or with a shore station within a 
radius of 300 miles. In any weather, un- 
der any conditions, just as easily as tha 
merchant in his offlo talks to his cus- 
tomer at the other end ol town, or the 
lady in her boudoir gossljp with absent 
friends. 
Could anythirg be conceived 


more effective in relieving an ocean voy- 
age of its terrors 
and anxieties,- the 


greatest of which, to the unsophisticated 
at least, is the overwhelming sense of 
isolation. 


Another, 
and 
an 
exceedingly 
Im- 


portant feature of the system, is that 
each Installation can be operated, by 
key and sounder, on a wireless telegraph 
circuit, so that if, for any reason, the 
use of tho telegraph code is preferred, it 
is at once available, without chango in 
the apparatus. 


The fact that the De Forest Sparkless 


Telegraph and tha Radio Telephone work 
without the Intensely bright and noisy 
spark, unavoidable in oth^r systems of 
wireless telegraphy, is another and very 
mportant point In their favor. In tho 
rst place, possible fire risk, the ex- 
Dloslon of gases, etc., are obviated: in 
he second, the Morse intermittent sight 
and sound of the spark can be read by 
xpert telegraphers, from whom it might 
ometirnes be desirable to conceal the aut- 
tance ol a message. Where the appa- 
ratus is to be used for telephony only, 
no skilled operator Is required to use 
t: any intelligent person who can use 
the ordinary telephone can converse over 
t. The importance of thir. where wire- 
ess means of communication are cm- 
ployed for code or secret messages, is 
evident. Skilled wireless operators are 
none too plentiful. 


This doubtless has been a factor in 


commending the Hadlo Telephone sys- 
tem, the principal vessels in the United 
States. British and Italian navies balng 
already equipped with It, tha antennae 
ind other devices used by the Radio 
Telephone being the 'same as used for 
wireless telegraphy. 
Tho flrst British 


warship to be supplied with a wireless 
outfit was H. M. S. Furious, of the chan- 
nel squadron; Its latest installation In 
tho United States navy was on tho 
cruiser Newport, assigned for service as 
the national scioolshlp of the Board of 
Education ot New York City, and which 
•was equipped -with tho -wireless tele- 
phone, beforo starting on her present 
cruise, for actual service and for the 
instruction of tie youngsters. 


Bot. as has already been stated. It is 


from the adoption of the Radio Telephone 
system for commercial purposes on shore 
that the most satisfactory results are 
anticipated 
In the South. 
Although 


comparatively a. new comer toamg th 
great "utilities" ^corporations, the paren 
company is sow* Included fa the llit o 


money-makers, having paid large divi- 
dends to the stockholders who provided 
the money for the company's develop- 
ment 


Tho Initial expense of installation Is 


reduced to a minimum, an Insignificant 
factor, when it is considered that the 
Bell Telephone Company appraises the 
intrinsic value of its wire lines as $488,- 
236,000. to say nothing of tho annual ex- 
pense they are compelled to Incur in or- 
der to protect them from wire thieves. 
Tha difficulties and outlays incidental to 
securing rights of way, etc., from legis- 
latures and private individuals, are al- 
so eliminated. 


Then, again, "wire troubles," BO Im- 


portant a feature of present telephone 
unpleasantnesses,

How to Repair Sleeves So They 


Will Be Up To Date in Style 


As has been said before many 


times, H Is the sleeve that proclaims 
the age of a garment. 
Fortunately, 


the present styles lend 
themselves 


well to almost any kind of altera- 
tion, and as sleeves are smaller this 
spring than those worn a year ago. 
the difficulty of remodeling Is great- 
ly lessened. 


True, the up to date sleeve Is long, 


while the 1908 ones were short; still. 
It does not follow that the new ones 
must be cut from or£ piece, because 
the sleeve Is a decorative part of the 
modern gown, and this allows all 
kinds of contrivances to be used in 
order to conceal joins or other defects. 


For instance, seams may be hid- 


den under a tuck or a band of trim- 
ming in the case of a smoothly tit- 
ling sleeve, while the mousquetaire 
models are even more easily repaired, 
lor. once the shirring is in the result 
Is pretty, even though the material 
were u veritable bit of patchwork. 


In remodeling the sleeves oJ last 


year's shirt waists a number of them 
will need no alteration, except the a.d- 


for alteration it Is a good plan to tuck 
them finely crosswise, lay them on the 
paper pattern and then connect with a 
flat braid or a silk strapping, or. If 
the waist la silk, with full .sleeves. It 
could be made smart by using net to 
match the silk in color, and after tuck- 
ing putting in as a small square yoke 
and sleeves, the silk sleeves to be cut 
up into strappings' to trim the sleeves 
and to 'outline the yoke. 


Thus strapping on the sleeves makes 


the garment more practical tor gen- 
eral wear than those of net. and Is in 
better taste, too. because there is a 
connection between the material 
of 


waist and sleeves.

The sleeves of the more pretentious 


afternoon blouses of last year will 
probably provide enough extra ma- 
terial, but to make repairing a per- 
fect success It will be necessary to en- 
tirely rip apart, after removing the 
sleeves from the body of the garment. 


This done, press the goods and with 


a paper pattern cut the sleeve accord- 
Ing to the cloth. 


If not sufficiently long then the ma- 


terial could be slashed, drawn apart 
and a contrasting fabric inserted. For 
this net bands, tucked, braided or em- 
broidered are generally used. Plain 
rows of braid are, of course, better 
If the goods Is heavy, net being em- 
ployed for silk or with fabrics of a 
similar weight. 


When none but stripes are available 


Those who are wise in clothes sug- 


gest that if the material is of cash- 
mere, pongee, linen or voile there 
should be a one-piece frock and a long 
coat. If the cloth is of serge, cheviot 
or tweed, there should be a skirt, a 
coat and separate blouses. There Is 
little use of having a one-pltce frock 
of worsted with a coat for this climate 
In summer. It Is a waste of- money. 
With a return of hot weather the white 
shirt waist will be again universal. It 
will not be allowed the same liberty as 
It has had. rt will not serve for lunch, 
for church and for other like occasions. 
Thfi lace blouse dyed . to thatch the 
cloth will be the correct thing when a 
separate blouse Is worn for slightly for- 
mal things. 
The materials that are 


wise to choose are silk serge, summer 
cheviot, which has a flannel-like sur- 
face, and usually come In stripes and 
wide walft serge.

lighter fabrics, and they will be very 
much in style for the middle Atlantic 
climate, nothing will 'be better than 
tussor shantung and mohair. The lat- 
ter Is quite smart when it Is striped 
In another tone of the same color.

:he formula many times -before, but

This application is : no high 
road to 'beauty, but after it has been 
aipplied constantly for days and weeks 
tile texture 'of . the skin usually im- 
proves.

One that will act favorably, espe- 


cially if the nose is inclined to red- 
ness, is made from a dram of iodide 
of potassium, half a pint of water and 
half an ounce of glycerine. The iodide 
should be dissolved in. the water be- 
fore the glycerine is added. It shoul< 
ae mopped over the nose and allowec 
to dry on. It may also serve as a 
complexion wash, and faithful use o 
t as a substitute for water will some- 
times clear the skin. 


Another inexpensive lotion that ii 


adapted for use on the nose when the 
pores are large and there is inclina 
tion to redness, is made from fifteen 
grains of tannic acid to five ounces o 
camphor water. This is applied fre 
quently through the day and at nigh 
as a cleansing as well as. healing ap 
plication. 
If after a time it cause 


the slightest irritation the use shoul 
be discontinued.

THE CORN PLOW RAVAGES 
BEAUTIFUL FLOWER BORDERS

Every Year.

The deep set corn plow ripping ils 


devastating way through the roots of 
the plants, creating havoc at every 
Jump, is a familiar sight in the corn 
belt and in every state where corn is 
grown. 


The damage to the growing corn and 


the consequent loss of grain by check- 
ing the growth of the plant cannot, 
of course, be estimated, but that llw 
damage runs into millions of bushels 
is not to be doubted. 


Too many farmers have yet to learn 


that deep plowing in the cornfield 
should be done before pluming and 
not after. When it is known that corn 
roots penetrate the ground—and hard 
ground at that—to the depth of three 
feet or more, -and also spread out on 
each side for an equal distance, the 
damage from deep plowing is apparent. 


If corn is cultivated deeply and the 


plow runs close to the plant, the lateral 
roots are broken and those not dis- 
turbed grow deeper into the soil. But 
the reduction in the number of roots, 
of course, lessens the ability of the 
plants to take up moisture and plant 


food and the result is to dwarf the 
plant and reduce the yield of corn. 


It'the seed bed has been put. into 


first-class condition the first cultivation 
can be moderately deep, because the 
roots will not have attained a. growth 
sufficient to be much damaged, but as 
the season advances cultivation should 
become shallower and toward the close 
of the growing period a dust mulch 
can be maintained by cultivation of ,an 
Inch in depth. 


The dust mulch, by the way, Is really 


the right way for the conservation of 
moisture. 
If corn can be cultivated 


lightly immediately' after each rain 


I weeds will not only be kept down bu 


I moisture -will be retained much longer 


I than if cultivation is put off two or 
| three days.

The way the flowers are 


'ranged makes the difference. 
Where shall the flowers be planted? 
a question with many. The answer 
, plant them where they will show 
•auty in themselves and at the/same 
me enhance the general beauty of the 
veiling and grounds. 
To accomplish this they must not be 
anted in a haphazard way—a clump 
ere. a bed theru and a straggling mass 
imc place else. Also never plant so 
lat one plant or mass hides another, 
lant with the design of unity and 
irmony. 
The best place for flowers is In bor- 
ers along the side of the yard or 
•ouml and close to the base of the 
welling house. In this way they are 
ore out of the way, are as easily cul- 
vated as otherwise, and -they help to 
•amo and unify the setting. 
A border of flowers along the base 
f the house is in easy reach for care 
nd cultivation, and it enhances the 
ppoarance of the structure, broadening 
s base and harmonizing it with sur- 
ounding natural objects. 
The outer Border along the side fence 
r between the front and back yard 
hould be filled with tho larger and 
tiore showy decorative plants. 
It 


hould be planted with the larger ones 
;ext to the fence and the smaller ones 
i front of them, so that none are 
iddon from view. 
The flower border may be straight 
r curved, according to £he place it 
ccupies. but the best effect is.pro- 
uced by making the margins Irregu- 
irly curved, since natural lines of 
ilanting arc that way. 
A single border may be of one kind 
f plants or of many kinds. 
Where 


llfferent kinds of plants arc used 
avoid placing what will produce dis- 
ord of colors when the plants come 
nto bloom. 


The mixed border is very interesting 


nd may be made beautiful if proper 
kill is used in grouping the plants, 
lany plants are effective in individual 
orders, among which are asters, sal- 
las, calladiums, hollyhocks, irises, can- 
ias, hydrangeas and the hardy peren- 
ilal phlox. 


The lawn is the principal part of the 


lOme grounds and no planting, whether 
f flowers, shrubs or trees, should rnar 
ts unity or scope.

It Requires Some Care and At- 
.tention, but Is Both Humane 


and 
Profitable^

The two great scourges in calf rear- 


ing are the white scours and the lung 
affection, which latter has been proved 
to be quite preventable. The method 
requires extreme but not-laborious care 
in carrying out. when this care is 
taken satisfactory results are obtained. 


Investigation has proved, first, that 


the disease is located in districts; and 
second, that it is more prevalent where 
sanitary conditions are not perfect; 
third, that the disease is . contracted 
through allowing the infectious matter 
or the place when the calf is dropped 
to come into contact with the navel of 
the young calf, through which it finds 
its way into the circulation of the ani- 
mal. 


The remedy Is to have the place for 


the young calf carefully cleansed and 
as soon as the calf comes into the 
world to dress the navel with a prepa- 
ration of carbolic acid that will destroy 


MANURE EARLY FOR POTATOES 


Where I plant potatoes on corn stub- 


ble I give the land a good coating of 
manure as soon as the ground is suffi- 
ciently dry to haul over, and cut the 
manure into the soil with a disk har- 
row. 
This ground is then plowed and 


rolled, and the disk and spring tooth 
harrow and roller used to make fine and 
mellow. This gives me practically a 
pulverized seed bed to the bottom of 
the furrow and eliminates the risk of 
having a seed potato in an air space 
made by two clods not meeting and 
not able to make any start at growing. 


Where potatoes aro plowed in — that 


is. dropped In every other, or every 
third, furrow as the ground is plowed— 
the disking of the surface of the land 
is especially advantageous, for as the 
coi-ering furrow is turned the fine mel- 
low soil drops upon and settles In 
around the seed and creates conditions 
favorable to early and rapid growth. 
Where the seed Is dropped by hand 
and very thorough subsequent cultiva- 
tion given this method of planting on 
"stalk" land is probably more satis- 
factory than any other.

tion of 400 Ibs of phosphorus and 
75 to 100 Ibs of muriate of potassium 
ner acre.— W. F. McSparran.

even had a halter on him. The process 
Is to get the "hands" together at the 
stable, hustle the colt into a corner. 
throw a noose over his head and drag 
him near enough to got a blind bridle 
on him. 


By this time he Is sweating like a 


bull from fear. Next comes the har- 
nessing or "gearing up." Collar, har- 
ness and traces are put on him by 
hands who are only used to working

Feeding Floors Which Are Kept 


Free From Dust or Mud 


Are Indispensable.

The hog responds as quickly to 


cleanliness and car.; as any farm ani- 
mal. 
Not long since I was greatly 


impressed with the lack of sanitary 
conditions around the yards and houses 
• >f a man who had been growing hogs 
muro or less successfully for ten yeara. 


His feeding troughs were foul with 


decayed food. The lloors were damp 
and ill-sna-lling and tho yards were 
(lamp and full of mud holes that good 
drainage would have prevented. 


All fixtures in a hog house should 


be mnvubk-. 
H is advantageous to 


have the troughs where they may be 
washed or scalded out twice o.nch week, 
at least. Koul troughs are good breed- 
Ing places for parasites that may be 
lakon into tho stomach and converted 
Into worms. 


Damp floors may be overcome If the 


house Is well aired and 
windows 


enough are in it to let the sunshine 
In on the lloors. 


Do not slop the swill into the bed- 


ding or on the floors at feeding time. 


The use of the manure spreader saves time, distributes -the manure evenly, thereby making a ton cover 


much more ground than if dumped out by a fork.

ing. 
This is bart on all hogs and espe- 


cially those kept for breeding pur- 
poses. 


Set your feeding floor off the ground 


four to six inches and build it solidly 
of good timber. Around the whole edge 
nail a 2x4, as shown in the illustration. 
This prevents lots of shelled or ear 
corn being pushed off into the dirt and 
dust. 


Sweep off the floor before feeding. 


Never overlook this. A floor o£ this 


kind can be used for feeding alfalfa 01 
clover as hay or steamed. 


.The herd of Berkshires on the flooi 


in the, picture are eating chopped al- 
falfa that has .been steamed somewhat 
and sparsely sprinkled with chopped 
corn and oats. The alfalfa is cut four- 
inch lengths and soaked in a barrel 
or tank which has a jet of steam in it 
shooting up from the bottom. 


This does not boil the alfalfa, bu'. 


just heats it enough to make the coarst 
stems tender and the tender ones mort 
toothsome.

It is lifted from the tank on a forl 


and allowed to .drain well, when it is. 
thrown upon the feeding floor. 
Pigs 


never leave much of it. 
For brood 


sows it makes an ideal feed, keeping 
them in good flesh but not fat enough 
to hurt their breeding proclivities 01 
injure their ease of farrowing.

sure to feed it to them on clean floors.

A hard crust over the soli prevents 


the rain and heat from entering. Al- 
ways keep the surface of tho soil loose. 


Soot is a good and safe fertilizer for 


nearly everything, and scattered around 
the- stems of plants, making the soil 
black, acts in the first place as a slug 
antidote and in tho next as a plant 
food. 


Bonemeal is excellent fo.r vines and 


fruit trees, and three or four ounces 
may be applied to the square yard. 


Probably no class of people suffer 


more from rheumatism than farmers, 
and yet the remedy for this dreadful 
disease is, or should be, right at hand. 
If celery were eaten frec.ly sufferers 
from rheumatism would bo compara- 
tively few. 


As soon as a crop appears abova 


ground it needs cultivation, both to 
kill the weeds and to admit the air to 
the roots of tho plants. 
It is useless to plant beans until the 
ground becomes warm. 
If they come 


up and then are chilled, they turn 
yellow and never amount to anything. 


Lima beans, melons and other ten- 


der vegetables may be advanced two 
or three weeks by starting them in 
pots or bits of inverted sod in a hot-^ 
bed. W"hen the weather becomes warm 
enough transplant without disturbing 
the roots. 


In transplanting cabbages set tho

One of these men was a prom- 
inent banker of Dayton, and he al- 
wnys insisted that the Wrights had 
solved the great problem of human 
flight. Outside of this little group of 
men in Dayton the world continued to 
laugh about the Wrights and their in- 
vention until their sensational flights 
at Kill Devil Hill, North 
Carolina 


-were told to the world a year ago. 


Now tho people of Dayton consider 


that they have a copper riveted claim 
on the honor that attaches 
to the 


birthplace of the flying machine. Go 
into the lobbies of the leading hotels 
and the Wrights and their triumphs 
are the one topic of conversation. One 
is sure to hear some proud citizen ex- 
plaining the situation after this fash- 
ion:

Public opinion in Dayton at that 
time was in perfect accord with the 
trend of thought in other parts of tha 
world—that the man who sought .to 
construct a machine that would' fly 
without the aid of a gas bag. was little 
better than an object of pity.

The little city of Dayton, O., fairly 


bubbles with pride today in anticipa- 
tion of the home-coming of the now 
famous Wright brothers. 
The recep- 


tion planned for them in .Tune will bo 
one of tho most notable events in the 
Miami valley, and every citizen in the 
town is talking about it and doing 
wh'at he can to assist. 


Ten years ago. even five years ago, 


the only distinction Wilbur and Orville 
Wright enjoyed among their neighbors 
was that of being known as the "flying 
machine boys." Now the snmn neigh- 


the scrap heap. They arc all confident 
they have discovered the true secret of 
flight, and only experience tin deter- 
mine whether they arc right or wrong. 


Machines to Be Watched. 


Here are a few of the inventors in 


various parts of the country whose 
machines are regarded as likely to 
give good accounts ol themselves: 


"You understand, sir, the principle 


oE the flying machine was discovered 
by our boys, right here In this town. 
Nobody was ever able to make a ma- 
chine that would fly until Will and 
Orv discovered the secret. Now the 
whole world will get the 
benefit of 


what Dayton lias done for civilization." 


Ask any person in Dayton to tell you 


about the Wright boys and he sud- 
denly discovers that there isn't much 
to tell, except'that they vjere always 
busy, always attended to. their own 
business, tinkered at bicycles, built a 
flying machine and then suddenly be- 
came famous. Had they 
been tem- 


peramental, their neighbors say, they 
might never have amounted to any- 
thing. But they were far from that. 
For years they were 
scoffed at, an-

menning friends, but

cheerfully forward, smiling at 
their 


counsellors, just as they have been 
smiling at inquisitive kings abroad, 
and kept busy in their little shop. 


The home life of the Wrights has al- 


ways been ideal. There is nowhere a 
more loyal and united family. Bishop 
Jlilton Wright, the head of the family, 
went to Dayton from Indiana forty 
years ago. He was a minister of the 
United Brethren church and for manj 
years edited the Religious Telescope 
afterward being chosen bishop.

very best. Their little shop in West 
Third street was a busy place, and in 
after years when the mysterious flying 
machine began to take shape there, 
they built a high fence around It to 
keep out bothersome visitors. In spite 
of their great interest in aeroplanes 
they continued to make and repair bi- 
cycles until two years ago. , 


The outside world has never heard 


of it, or at least has never had much 
to say about it, but three years ago 
the Wrights built a motor boat in 
their little shop that promised for a 
time to attract a great, deal of atten- 
tion. It was their contention that on 
still water a flat bottom-boat could be 
propelled at higher speed than the 
craft fashioned after the accepted rood- 
els of the day. To test this theory 
they built a small boat with a fiat bot- 
tom and in its stern placed one of their 
own motors. 
They had it hauled to 


tho Jliaml river and it was launched at 
a point where the stream broadens Into 
the semblance of a lake. 


With the inventors seated near th» 


motor the weight of cargo was so ad- 
justed that the bow was out of water. 
The cnpine xrns started and the littl* 
craft went flying over the water at a 
speed that astonished the spectators on 
tho hank. The Wrights had told no 
one of their intentions, but their jour- 
ney to the river had been obsotvefi,
